For the interest of Cuba and for 
the interest of the United States mu­ 
tually, it is greatly to be hoped that 
there will never be 
hostilities be­ 
tween them. 
If Cuba can manage 
her island government by 
herself, 
with no more interference on our 
part than comes from long-distance 
protection, both peoples will be bet­ 
ter off than if the United States held 
directly the reins of government. 
But lf hostilities ever do occur, 
nothing can be more desirable than 
that they be quickly ended by Ameri­ 
can victory. 
American victory would 
be certain in the end. and quick suc­ 
cess will serve to reduce the cost in 
money and lives and suffering to the 
minimum. 
Perhaps the Cubans w’ho appreci­ 
ate what the American army has been 
doing through its temporary occupa­ 
tion do not approve of the work, and, 
Indeed, if the knowledge that the 
army is acquiring ever comes to be 
needed in operations against them, it 
will lead to their speedier defeat. But 
that speed will be as much to their 
advantage as to ours. 
The America 
survey is to result in a map of Cuba 
far more perfect than any ever be­ 
fore prepared. 
The Spaniards really 
did not know the whole of the island 
as they ought to have known It, and 
the American army in the first occu­ 
pation was too busy writh other mat­ 
ters to make a complete survey.
